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“Dead to Sin” 


‘Perfect Love” 
Do They Mean Eradication of the Sin Principle?

What is it to be dead with 
Christ, dead to sin and to the 
rudiments of the world? Upon the 
answer to this question hangs the 
truth or error of the perfectionist. 
system. 

In commencing our inquiry I 
would remind the reader of what 
we have alreagy looked at (in 
ehapter 2) as to the distinction 
between standing and __ state. 
Standing has reference’ to what 
I am as viewed by God through 
the work of His: Son:. State is 
my actual condition of soul. “That 
I may be of good comfort,” says 
Paul, “when I know your state.” 
He speaks elsewhere of “this 
grace wherein ye stand.” The two 
things are very different. 


Death with Chgist has to do 
with my standing. “Reckon your- 
self dead” refers to my state. It 
should readily be apprehended 
that no one but the thieves on the 
eross ever died with Christ actual- 
ly, and one of them was lost. 
Thomas on one occasion said, “Let 
us also go, that we may die with 


Him.” He referred to a literal 
death with Lazarus and- with 
Christ, for whom to go into 


Judaea seemed to the disciples 


. to be imperiling His life. 


But Christ is now living in 
glory; and it is nineteen hundred 
years too late for any one to 
die with Him, so far as experi- 
ence is concerned. Supposing the 
“death” of Rom. 6 were state or 
experience; therefore, it could not 
be properly described as dying 
with Christ, but as Christ, or for 
Christ. To many it may seem 
needless to dwell upon this; but 
no one would think so who is 
familiar with the- misuse of the 
expression in the holiness preach- 
ing and perfectionist literature of 
the day. 


In these, death is made to be 
experience. Believers are exhort- 
ed to die. They try to feel dead; 
and if in measure insensible to in- 
sult, deprivation, and praise or 
blame, they consider they have 
died with Christ, never realizing 
the illogical use of the language 
in question. When did Christ have 
to die to these things? When 
was He ever annoyed by blame or 
uplifted by praise? How then 
could stoical resignation be liken- 
ed to death with Him? 


One verse of tremendous im- 


Dr. H. A, ltronside 
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port puts the scriptural use of 
the term beyond all cavil: ‘In’ 
that He died, He died unto sin 
once” (Rom. 6:10). If it be said 
that I have “died with Him,” it 
must be in His death, and to the 
same things to which He died. 
What-then are we to learn from 
so solemn a statement? 


Notice one thing very care- 
fully. It does not—could not— 
say, “In that He died,~His death 
was the end of inbred sin’! Yet 
this is what it should have said 
if my death with Him is the death 
of my inbred sin. But this could 
never’ be; for He was ever the 
Holy One in whom was no sin. 


Yet He died unto sin. In what 
sense? anifestly as taking my 
place. As my Substitute, He died 
unto sin in the fullest possible 
sense—sin in its totality, the tree 
and the fruit—but all mine, not 
His! “He loved me, and gave Him- 
self for me’; and in so doing He 
died unto sin, bearing the judg- 
ment of God due to me, the guilty 
one:. God “hath” made Him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin: 
that we might be made the right- 
eousness of God in Him” (II Cor. 
2:21). And having been made sin in 
my room and stead, and died for 
it, He has done with it forever 
—-He has died unto it once for all, 
and in His death I see my death, 
for I died with Him!

They believe that when 
they die they will go to Heaven, 
but they are deluded, and one day, 
when they die, they will find that 
they have been mistaken all their 
lives, and will be cast into Hell 
forever.

“Be kindly affectioned one to another with 


brotherly love.” 


“Let love. be

“Love as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous.” 


It was just a telegram of 
greeting one Easter Sunday that 
inspired this message. The tele- 
gram would seem impractical, I’m 
sure, to many folk. I am sure 
that many would never waste 
money on a telegram that only 
expressed Christian affection, one 
to say that Easter would be 
sweeter if I were with thém. 

Of course, we know that broth- 
erly love is a duty. Jesus said, 
“By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another” (John 13:35). 
It is by our brotherly love that 
the outside world, unconverted 
sinners, come to know that we are. 
Christians. That is a positive evi- 
dence. Sinners may not care much 
for our fidelity to the Bible; many 
sinners do not love the Bible nor 
believe it. If we preach plainly 
against sin, they often resent it, 
and if we preach prophecies they 
do not believe it. If we preach 
separation, “we are marked as 
fanatics. Much that a Christian 
ought to do and does do is foolish- 
ness to this world. But brotherly 
love is a coin that is recognized 
at face value, and accepted as

legal tender anywhere in the 


world. Unconverted people know 
that Christians ought to love one 
another. 


But how is the world to know 
that we love one another if-we 
do not show our love? The Scrip- 
tures given above are not so much 
to teach brotherly love alone, as 
they are to teach that brotherly 
love should be expressed. We 
should not only be loving Chris- 
tians; we should be affectionate 
Christians. 

Faith in Jesus Christ and love 
for. the’ saints go together, as 
Paul said of the Ephesian Chris- 
tians. “Wherefore I also, after I 
heard of your faith in the Lord 
Jesus, and love unto all the saints, 
Cease not to give thanks for you 
... (Eph. 1:15, 16). Paul heard 
of their faith in the Lord Jesus 
and of their love to other Chris- 
tians! 

The affection of the saints at 
Colosse toward one another was 
well-known, too, and when Paul 
heard about these, he thanked 
God and prayed for them continu- 
ally, he said, “Since we heard of

In this message, I want us to 
examine five of the commonly 
held false hopes of Heaven. Check 
them from the Scriptures and see 
what God says about them. 


1, “A Loving God Would 
Never Send a Sinner to 
Hell” 


Many people horestly believe 
that since God is a God of love, 
He would therefore never send a 
sinner to Hell. They do not be- 
lieve in any teaching on the 
wrath of God, on judgment, nor 
any talk of Hell or a place of eter- 
nal punishment. Preachers com- 
ing out of our liberal seminaries 
encourage folk in this belief, and 
tell their people that they will be 
all right if they just live right, 
that God would never send a sin- 
ner to Hell, that Hell is only fig- 
urative, and not a real place. 

Thousands of good moral peo- 
ple today do not believe that there 
is a real Hell to shun and a Heav- 
en to gain. Popular educational, 
philosophical and _ psychological 
beliefs all laugh at the idea that 
there is a place of torment where 
God sends souls after death. 

But regardless of what man 
says, God’s Word is very clear, 
showing that there is a Hell, and 
that God is going to send sinners 
to such a place. John 3:18 claims, 
“He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 


These Scriptures show _ that 
there are only two kinds of peo- 
ple. There are those who have 
received Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and: are not under God’s condem- 
nation and wrath; but on the other 
hand there are those who have re- 
jected Jesus Christ, have refused 
to receive Him as Saviour, and the 
wrath of God and the condemna- 
tion of God are right this moment 
abiding on them. Which class are 
you in, my friend? Have you re- 
ceived Jesus Christ, or does the 
wrath of God, the condemnation 
of God, rest upon you for your 
sins? 

Revelation 20:11-15 describes 
the final, awful judgment when 
the Lord Jesus will finally send 
those outside of Christ on to Hell. 
That section closes with the words, 
in verse 15, “And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of 
life was cast into the lake of fire.” 
Friend, today will you face the 
fact that God’s Word plainly 
teaches that there is a Hell, that 
it is described as a lake of fire, 
that it is to be a place of torment 
and punishment, and that unless 
you receive Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour, have your name written 
in the Lamb’s book of life, you 
will spend éternity in Hell.

Man’s Favorite Weed: 
Tobacco! 


The white man was imtroduced 
to smoking tobacco when Christo- 
pher Columbus found the Carib- 
bean Indians puffing on “tobago” 
and brought some back for the 
Europeans.- From that time on 
“thinking men” have strongly con- 
demned it, warning its adherents of 
many possible evil consequences. 
King James I of Great Britain 
called tobacco “the lively image 
and pattern of Hell.” Both Louis 
XIII of France and Czar Michael I 
of Russia placed heavy penalties 
on smoking which ranged from 
castration to death. The threat of 
excommunication was decreed by 
Rome’s Pope Urban VIII for any- 
one caught smoking in church or 
on church premises. Dr. Benja- 
min Rush, a Declaration of Inde- 
pendence signer, warned of xthe 
possible injury tobacco might 
bring upon the user’s health. Both 
Henry Ford and Thomas Edison 
vowed never to knowingly hire a 
user of tobacco. 


The above statements were pub- 
licized recently in a most reveal- 
ing Time magazine article entitled, 
“TOBACCO, The Controversial 
Princess.”’ -Some of the facts and 
figures uncovered in the article 
were: 


(1) Last year, American smok- 
ers set an all-time consumption 
rate of 462,700,000,000 cigarettes— 
a 45 per cent increase over the 
then record 1958 consumption. The 
U. S. now has 58 million smokers 
and that figure includes 58 per 
cent of all men and 36 per cent 
of all women over 15 years of age. 
The “suckers” wasted 7 ; billion 
dollars on tobacco in 1959—a fabu- 
lous totalpwhich exceeds Canada’s 
entire mational budget. To satisfy 
the tobacco habit demand, the 
United States now has 625 facto- 
ries making cigars and cigarettes 
from the 1,800,000,000 pounds of 
tobacco produced on a half million 
American farms. Because the “in- 
dustry expects a greatly increased 
number of women smokers, plus 
normal population growth, the 
cigarette production is expected to 
rise 18 per cent by 1965. That 
would mean an output of 570 
billion cigarettes as contrasted 
with this year’s estimated 485 
billion. 

(2) The unanimous agreement 
among scientists is that people be- 
gin the habit because of “emo- 
tional compulsions” and smoke “to 
convince themselves that they are 
mature and sophisticated, to avoid 
or lessen tensions, to aid social 
poise, or just to have something to 
do with their hands. Young peo- 
ple smoke cigarettes to appear old+ 
er, older people to appear young- 
eri” 

(3) Actually, the pleasure of 
smoking comes-from the evil ef- 
fects it has on the body. A Ciga- 
rette’s flavor comes principally 
from the tar and nicotine, hence, 
when they are reduced—for ex- 
ample, through filters—the pleas- 
ure from smoking is _ proportion- 
ately decreased. Despite claims 
contrariwise by competitive tobac- 
co companies, “all the companies 
buy the same tobacco. They may 
have slightly different formulas, 
but essentially all cigarettes are 
the same.” Difference in taste is 
achieved through secret recipes 
owned by each company and ad- 
vertising genius helps make the 
difference in popularity (the to- 
bacco industry is exceeded in ad- 
vertising only by food, automo- 
biles omd soap, spending 200 mil- 
lion dollars every year in this me- 
dium.) Some smokers believe fil- 
ter cigarettes to be better, but 
they are made out of inferior to- 
bacco. The industry likes filters 
because “they cost less than the 
tobacco they displace, sell for 
more, allow the use of stronger, 
cheaper tobacco in cigarettes.” 

(4) The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has made the tobacco industry 
tone down or completely give up 
their fantastic health-protection 
claims. Some gave up the adver- 
tising voluntarily, some by com- 
pulsion. As a result, “now that 


tobaccomen can no longer 
shout or advertise their superior 
claims to health protection, they 
are busy researching novelty in 
flavors, e.g., chocolate and pepper- 
mint.” The tobacco industry has 
never been honest about its ad- 
vertising, continuadfly trying to de- 
ceive the public with misleading 
claims. For example, Lucky Strike 
used to widely boast about their 
product, “It’s toasted’”’—but so was 
every other cigarette since all to- 
bacco goes through the same toast- 
ing process. 


(5) The tobacco industry has 
kicked in $3,700,000 for the _ es- 
tablishment and maintenance of 
the ‘Tobacco Industry Research 
Committee to answer claims of 
scientists that smoking is injuri- 
ous to health, but it “is widely re- 
garded as only a smoke screen for 
the industry.” However, even 
this scheme has somewhat back- 
fired and one of the medical 
groups the committee had partly 
financed came out with the state- 
ment that ‘smoking 
hearts” and that “tobacco users 
absorb 90 per cent of the nico- 
tine to which they are exposed.” 
In the meantime, the Surgeon 
General of the United States and 
the Public Health Services of Bri- 
tain and The Netherlands “now 
believe that the link between 
smoking and cancer is definite.” 
The World Health Organization 
has also identified cigarettes as “a 
major cause of lung cancer.” 


About the same time as the re- 
lease of the Time article, two of 
the nation’s top cancer research 
specialists were addressing a can- 
cer research seminar sponsored by 
the American Cancer Society at 
Louisville, Kentucky. Dr. Alton 
Ochsner, the New Orleans surgeon 
who is one of the world’s leading 
authorities on lung surgery, said 
that he was “more convinced than 
ever that cigarette smoking is a 
major cause of lung cancer.” 

He said: “We are convinced that 
the increase in lung cancer is due 
to cigarette smoking and attempts 
to attribute it to air polution are 
not justifiable .... 

“In spite of the overwhelming 
evidence that cigarette smoking is 
a major cause of lung cancer, the 
tobacco industry has refused to ad- 
mit the evidence is correct and has 
tried to confuse the issue by blam- 
ing other factors such as air pollu- 
tion. 

“As long as they refuse to ac- 
cept the facts, it appears to me 
they are guilty of denying the fact 
because of financial gains.” 

Dr. George N. Papanicolaou, di- 
rector of the Papanicolaou Re- 
search Laboratory at the Cornell 
Medical College of Cornell Univer- 
sity, said the studies which he con- 
ducted recently show that “the 
damage caused by long-standing 
low-grade viral infections could 
prepare the throat and lungs for 
cancer-triggering action by ciga- 
rette smoke.” He said he based 
his conclusion on “findings. that 
cells are sloughed from the linings 
of a patient’s bronchi.” 

Smoking is still slow suicide!

THE EPIsTLE TO THE ROMANS, 


a 


by Dr. John Murray, professor 
of Systematic Theology at West- 
minster Theological Seminary, a 
volume of The New International 
Commentary on the New Testa- 
ment, It deals only with Romans, 
chapters 1-8. 


This commentary was “under- 
taken to provide earnest students 
of the New Testament with an 
exposition that is thorough and 
abreast of modern scholarship and 
at the same time loyal to the 
Scriptures as the infallible Word 
of God.” The editor of the series 


is Dr. Ned Stonehouse. It is the 
opinion of Dr. Wilbur M. Smith 
that it is “without question the 


most important commentary on the 
New Testament to appear in our 
generation.” 

This volume is thorough (408 
large pages on the eight chap- 
ters). It is scholarly. It is rever- 
ent. Only one well-established in 
the doctrines of grace could have 
done this fine work. Dr. Murray’s 
understanding of “the law” as 
used in Romans is good, his dis- 
cussion of universal sin, of justi- 
fication, of the conflict of the 
two natures (in Romans 7:9-25). 


Some minor criticisms: 


1. It has become popular in re- 
cent years to try to find every ele- 
ment possible in Scripture point- 
ing to some human source instead 
of divine. So Dr. Murray says on 
page xiv, “The significance of 
Pauline authorship is not only to 
be appreciated as it pertains to the 
central theme of the epistle—there 
is another conspicuous feature 
which must be related to the fact 
that Paul is the author.” So the 
author looks to Paul to discover 
factors in “the relevance of chap- 
ters IX-XI.”" He says, “Paul was a 
Jew. And not only so; he was a 
Jew who had been converted from 
that same perversity which at the 
time of Paul’s writing character- 
ized Jewry as a whole. He knew 
the mind of the Jew as did no 
other. He knew the gravity of the 
issues at stake in the unbelief of 
his kinsmen according to the flesh 
.-. . » But this emphasis on the 
human wisdom and viewpoint of 
those chosen to write the Bible 
is never the emphasis in the Bible 
itself. It is a presumptuous view 
of modern scholarship which does 
not enough take to heart the in- 
spired statements of Paul, “But I 
certify you, brethren, that the gos- 
pel which was preached of me is 
not after man. For I neither re- 
ceived it of man, neither was I 
taught it, but by the revelation of 
Jesus Christ” (Gal. 1:11, 12), and 
the statement in I Corinthians 2:9 
and 10a, “But as it is written, Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, neith- 
er have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which. God hath 
prepared for them that love him. 
But God hath revealed them unto 
us by his Spirit.’ 

Another flaw in the good com- 
mentary is a misunderstanding of 
Romans 6:3-5. As a loyal pedobap- 
tist he says, “The assumption of 
so many commentator’s, non-Bap- 
tist as well as Baptists, to the ef- 
fect that the apostle has in view 
the mode of immersion as vividly 
portraying our burial with Christ 
and emergence with him in his 
resurrection is without warrant.” 
So he also misunderstands the 
meaning of baptism. He says, “It 
was the sign and seal of member- 
ship in the body of Christ.” And, 
“Baptism ‘into Christ Jesus’ means 
baptism into union with Christ.” 
Thus he misses the meaning of the 
little Greek word eis, an indefinite 
preposition of reference. Baptism 
does not put a person into Christ 
or into union with Christ, and that 
is not the meaning of the Scrip- 
tures. Rather baptism is with ref- 
erence to Christ or pointing to 
Christ or picturing Christ. So bap- 
tism by immersion pictures the 
burial of Christ and His resurrec- 
tion. 

With this in mind the commen- 
tator misses entirely the meaning 
of baptism as a public profession 
of faith in Christ, although he re- 
nounces the sacerdotal view, 

Despite small differences, we 
recommend this commentary on 
the first eight chapters of Romans.

your faith in Christ Jesus, and 
of the love which ye have to all 
the saints.” 


To me it seems not so remark- 
able that they loved each other, 
as that their love was widely 
known and expressed here. 

These Scriptures teach not just 
that we ought to love one an- 
other but that we ought to send 
telegrams to say so! We ought to 
“be kindly affectioned one to an- 
other.” 


In the American Standard Ver- 
sion, Romans 12:10 reads thus: 
“In love of the brethren be 
tenderly affectioned one to an- 
other.” Dr. Pettingill says about 
this verse, “It is not enough to 
love: we ought to demonstrate the 
love we have toward one another.” 


The first half of the preceding 
verse, Romans 12:9, means the 
same thing. “Let love be without 
dissimulation.” Or as the Revised 
Version puts it, “Let love _ be 
without hypocrisy.” We ought not 
to be hypocrites about love. Of 
course, at once you think of 
some people that claim to profess 
a love they do not have. Some 
people are gushy and insincere. 
I’m sure some preachers address 
their congregations, ‘Dearly be- 
loved,” when it is nothing more 
than a form. Of course, that is 
being a hypocrite. God does not 
want an expression of love that 
does not come from the heart. I 
have known Christians who said, 
“Praise the Lord,” as a matter 
of form, seemingly. For example, 
I recall a prayer meeting in my 
student days where a young man 
rose to ask prayer for his sister 
who had just been taken to the 
hospital and was near’ death. 
When he sat down, the leader 
said, “Praise the Lord,” and con- 
tinued with the testimony meeting. 
We must not be hypocrites about 
our love for God or men. We are 
not to profess what we do not 
feel sincerely. 


But doubtless many of us are 
hypocrites the other way. We have 
love which we do not express. We 
are insincere, We do not show and 
demonstrate the love which really 


moves our hearts. God wants us 
to be kindly affectioned one to- 
ward another, that is, to show 
the love that we have in our 
hearts. In other words, Christians 
are commanded to be affectionate 
Christians. And Peter says, “Love 
as brethren, be pitiful, be. courte- 
ous” (I Peter 3:8). Love is in 
the heart, but pity must take 
some outward form, and courtesy 
is purely the outward expression 
of brotherly love. 


How true it is that there are 
many good Christians who are 
hard to live with! There are many 
good Christians who are not good 
husbands, or sons or daughters, 
or good companions. There are 
some who can give a wonderful 
testimony for Christ who cannot 
speak kindly at home when things 
go wrong! It is an unnatural, re- 
pressed and incomplete kind of 
Christian love that does not re- 
sult in courteous and kind affec- 
tion outwardly expressed. Paul 
says of such Christians, though 
they give their bodies to be burn- 
ed, and understand all prophecy, 
and speak with the tongues of men 
and angels, if they do not “have 
the brotherly love that is kind 
and long-suffering and affection- 
ate, it shall profit them nothing! 


Once in Dallas, Texas, this mat- 
ter of a Christian affection and 
the expression of brotherly love 
was brought to my attention by 
a deep hunger of my own heart. 
Brother P. B. Chenault, one of 
my dear friends and brothers, went 
out to meet the Lord very sudden- 
ly, after being in my home for 
two weeks, in revival services 
with the church of which I was 
pastor. 


We -had planned to have a 
nice apartment for Mr. Chenault 
and wife and baby daughter in 
Dallas for the two weeks of the 
revival, but he simply drove down 
to my home and unloaded his bags 
and said he wanted to be with us. 
How grateful I- was then and how 
much more grateful now! The fel- 
lowship of those two weeks was 
blessed. Dear Brother Chenault is 
now in Heaven, but I shall never

days. We ate, talked, worked and 
played together. I drove his car 
and he drove mine. I called him 
“P. B.” and he called me “John.” 


We lived a long time in the 
first few hours the day after his 
sudden home-going to be with the 
Saviour. He was truly an affec- 
tionate Christian and how I miss 
him! 


Our Affectionate Saviour 


It is good for us to see the 
affectionate demonstration of Je- 
sus toward all He loved. Yes, of 
course, the Lord Jesus loves us all. 
But surely He loved individuals 
in the flesh with a personal, af- 
fectionate regard, an individual 
love just as we have one toward 
another. John loved to call himself, 
“the disciple whom Jesus loved” 
(John 13:23; John 21:20). This 
love of Jesus for John was openly 
and affectionately expressed, for 
at the last meal before Jesus was 
crucified, as Jesus and His disciples 
reclined on couches around the 
table, John moved his couch over 
against the one of the Lord Je- 
sus and lay his head upon the 
bosom of Jesus! How the heart 
of Jesus, aching nearly to bursting 
for the sins of the world, sorrow- 
ful almost to death as He was 
ready to go to the Garden of 
Gethsemane, must have been com- 
forted in this expression of the 
love of John for Him, and in the 
expression of His own affection 
for John! Jesus was “kindly af- 
fectioned” and embraces must 
have been customary with the 
Saviour. Too much we think of 
Him as'an impersonal and aus- 
tere God, and not enough do we 
realize His tender loving human 
heart. He was born of a woman, 
tasted all of man’s sorrow and 
hunger and need and was tempted 
in all points like “as we are, and 
yet without sin. ; 

Jesus went to dinner one day 
and was grieved because the 
Pharisee did not kiss His check 
when He came in and wash His 
feet. Later He plainly said so 
(Luke 7:44, 46). He rejoiced that 
a fallen woman, repenting, came 
to kiss His feet, to anoint His 
feet with ointment and to wipe 
them with the hairs of her head! 
This is holy ground where coarse 
and vulgar and carnal minds will 
be ill at ease. But manifestly 
Jesus wanted people to love Him, 
wanted those who loved Him to 
say so and to manifest their love 
in affectionate deeds. 


“Now Jesus loved Martha, and 
her sister, and Lazarus,” we are 
told in John 11:5. When Lazarus 
was stricken with sickness, his 
sisters sent to Jesus. saying, 
“Lord, behold, he whom thou lov- 
est is sick” (John 11:3).. Jesus 
had often been in the home and 
His heart was touched by a 
personal, intimate bond of affec- 
tion. Jesus had made His love so 
known and had so shown His 
affection that the sisters could 
proudly say, “He whom thou lov- 
est” of their brother Lazarus. 
When Jesus came into the little 
home in Bethany we may easily 
believe that Lazarus met Him 
with glad words, kissed Him on 
one cheek and then the other and 
embraced Him, for it was custom- 
ary. Lazarus probably put perfum- 
ed oil on the head of Jesus, and 
doubtless Mary would bring a bow] 
of water and, removing His san- 
dals, would wash the dear Savi- 
our’s tired and dusty feet! Mean- 
while, Martha, such an industrious 
and capable homebody, would be- 
gin to prepare the food that she 
knew Jesus liked. Ah! it must 
have been a sweet thing for Jesus 
to come to that affectionate home 
and to there show His. love for 
these who loved Him and said so! 


If John leaned on the breast of 
Jesus at supper and even Judas 
the traitor felt free to kiss His 
face in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
how free and affectionate must 
have been the little zroup of disci- 
vles with their Master. Even in 
His resurrected body, Jesus in- 
vited doubting Thomas to touch 
Him, to “reach hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side; and 
he not faithless, but believing” 
(John 20:27). Jesus invited all 
the disciples to “Handle me, and 
see; for a spirit hath not flesh 
and bones, as ye see me have” 
(Luke 24:39). He wanted their 
hands upon Him, wanted them to 
have the assurance and certainty 
of His presence and power and 
love which the touch of the hand 
would help to give. 


Long afterward, when John the 
beloved disciple wrote about 
the Saviour, he wrote, “That 
which was from the beginning, 
which we have heard, which we 
have seen with our eyes, which we 
have looked ypon, and OUR 
HANDS HAVE HANDLED, of 
the Word of life.” This brought 
assurance and certainty and sweet 
joy to John’s memory as he re- 
membered that he and the other 
dear disciples had handled the 
Lord Jesus with their own hands! 
What light that throws upon the 
affectionate disposition and custom 
of Jesus! And when later the aged 
John met the glorified Saviour on 
the Isle of Patmos where the 
Book of Revelation was given, Je- 
sus laid His right hand upon him! 
(Rev. 1:17). 


Affectionate Paul 


How the Apostle Paul loved peo- 
ple! And he. was always teiling 
them so. Amplias was “my be- 
loved in the Lord,” and he called 
Stachys “my beloved,” and said, 
“salute the beloved Persis.” Read. 
how long a list of people there 
were at Rome who must be salut- 
ed for Paul’s sake! (Rom. 16). 
People at Corinth were “my be- 
loved sons” to Paul (I Cor. 4:14). 
So Timothy was to’ Paul “my 
beloved son,” and  ‘Tychicus, 
Onesimus, Luke and Apphia were 
all called beloved by Paul as he 
talked to them or about them, 
along with the saints at Corinth, 
the Hebrews, etc. Those at Rome, 
and Corinth, and Philippi were all 
called, “Dearly beloved,” and so 
were Timothy and Philemon when 
Paul wrote to them. 


Dear affectionate, tender- 
hearted, hungry-hearted Paul! He 
loved many, many people, though 
he had no wife and children of 
his own to love. When he left the 
disciples at Ephesus, he embraced 
them (Acts 20:1). When he raised 
from the dead the young man at 
Troas who fell out of the third 
story window during one of Paul’s 
long sermons, Paul embraced the 
young man (Acts 20:10). When 
Paul had spoken and prayed with 
the good preachers at Ephesus, 
the elders who met him at 
Miletus, “they all wept sore, and 
fell on Paul’s neck, and kissed 
him.” The giants of Bible times 
were affectionate men, and men 
who loved one another and said 
so, men of gentle words, words 
of endearment, men of emotions 
and caresses, 


Five of the epistles of the New 
Testament end with the same 
command, that Christians should 
kiss one another. 


Romans 16:16 says, “Salute one 
another with an holy kiss.” 


First Corinthians 16:20 says, 
“Greet ye one another with an 
holy kiss.” 

Second Corinthians 13:12 com- 
mands us: “Greet one another 
with an holy kiss.” 

First Thessalonians 5:26 says, 
“Greet all the brethren with an 
holy kiss.” 

First Peter 5:14: “Greet ye one 
another with a kiss of charity.” 

Even if we make allowances for 
changes in custom, it is still 
clearly the intent of God’s holy 
Book that Christians should love 
one another fervently and should 
be affectionately demonstrative to- 
ward one another. We should love 
one another and say so. We’should 
love one another and show it. 

Doubtless the holy kiss of Bible 
times was primarily between men. 
Certainly in these wicked days 
there must be a modest reserve 
between Christian men and wom- 
en who are not related. Yet Timo- 
thy was commanded to treat “the 
elder women as mothers: the 
younger as_ sisters, with all 
purity” (I Tim. 5:2). 

This world would indeed be a 
barren world for me if there were 
no Christian mothers. My” own 
dear mother left me and went to 
be with Jesus more than fifty 
eight years ago, but God has put 
it into the heart of more than 
one good woman to love me as a 
son, to pray for me, to counsel 
with me, and to support me in the 
work. And I am claiming God’s 
promise for at least one hundred 
mothern like that, because Jesus 
said, “And everyone that hath 
forsaken houses, or brethren, or 
sisters, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for 
my name’s sake, shall receive an 
hundredfold, and _ shall inherit 
everlasting life” (Matt. . 19:29). 
Every born-again Christian has 
mothers and sisters in the heaven- 


ly relationship whom we should 
regard affectionately, but surely, 
“with all purity.” And there are 
Christian men as truly my broth- 
ers as if they were born of the 
same mother and father. I should 
regard them so. 

Earnestly I urge upon the read- 
er to “be kindly affectioned one 
to another.” Love your pastor and 
tell him so. Love that Christian 
friend who has been such a bless- 
ing to you. Show your love! That 
extra letter, or telegram, or gift, 
or caress, or word; that expression 
of love and confidence is what the 
Holy Spirit means, I suppose, 
when He commands us to “be 
kindly affectioned one to another.” 
If you have lo¥e in your heart, 
then “let love be without dis- 
simulation.” Do not be a hypo- 
crite about love. If you love any- 
body, tell him so! 

How well that works in the 
home! If love still abides between 
husband and wife, then it ought 
still to be expressed. If my wife 
or my daughters were to write 
me and not tell me they love me, 
how strange it would seem to me! 
Love ought to be expressed. 
Hypocritical love, love dissembled, 
is not affectionately revealed. It 
is a part of Christian love that we 
show it. 

You who read a Christian book 
or magazine and are blessed by 
it, will you not write the author 
or editor and say so? Is it too 
much to expect that those who are 
blessed by the toil and thought and 
expense that go into this paper 
should express their love and ap- 
preciation? When you write the 
word of comfort, of thanksgiving 
or love, you are simply being 
“kindly affectionated one to anoth- 
er” and letting “love be without 
dissimulation” as Wwe are com- 
manded. 

It is my earnest message that 
many a home will he happier 
because of this chapter. If you 
love your wife, tell her so. Tell 
the children so, too, if you love 
them. Write that letter today 
which you ought to have written 
long ago, or send a flower, or a 
bit of candy, or a greeting card 
or telegram to the one who is 
sick or is tired. If we take to heart 
the words of our Saviour, many 
a poor, hungry-hearted stranger 
who comes to our services will be 
warmly greeted and comforted. 
Many a sad heart will find here 
the peace in our churches that 
he longs to find, the friefids that 
he needs. Let the house of God be 
a *place where Christians are 
“kindly affectioned one to an-’ 
other.” where people do not hide 
their love, where the warm hand-, 
clasp, the’ kindly voice and the 
happy smile show our love, so that 
all men may -know by this that 
we are disciples of our Lord Jesus. 

Many a subscription should be 
sent to the SWORD OF THE 
LORD with an earnest letter go- 
ing to the recipient saying it 1s 
an expression of love and a prayer 
for blessing . . . .Thus you may 
serve God and bless men.

When and where did I die with 
Him? There on His cross, ninteen 
centuries ago, when He died, 
“the Just for the unjust, that He 
might bring us to God.” There I, 
and every other child of God, 
died unto sin with Him, hence- 
forth to live unto God, even as 
it is written, ““And He died for all, 
that they who live should no 
longer live to themselves, but to 
Him who died for them and has 
been raised” (II Cor. 5:14, 15, 
N. T.). 

Who, that desires to be taught 
of God and to learn alone from 
Scripture, need stumble here? 
Christ’s substitutionary death is 
accounted by God as my death, 
and the death of all who believe 
in Him; and through that death 
we are introduced into our new 
standing as risen from the dead, 
and seen in Christ before His 
Father’s face. “He hath made us 
accepted in the Beloved” (Eph. 
1:6). This is my new and glorious 
position because I have died with 
Christ. I need not try to die, or 
pray to die, or seek to feel dead 
(absurdity beyond expression!); 
but Scripture says, “Ye have died, 
and your life is hid with Christ 
in God” (Col. 3:3). 

The practical results of this 
are many. Learning that I have 
died with Christ, I see at once 
the incongruity of denying this 
in my practical walk, or in any 
way owning the right of sin, 
which indwells me.still, to ex- 
ercise control over me, It was 
once my master, but Christ has 
died to sin—root, branch, and 
fruit; and His death was mine. 
Therefore I must in faith reckon 
myself to be dead indeed unto 
sin, but alive unto God through

do not reckon the sin to be dead, 
or uprooted, or anything of the 
kind. I know it is there, but /] 
am dead to it. Faith reckons with 
God, and says, “In Christ’s death 
I died out of the sphere where 


sin reigns. I will not obey it 
therefore any longer.” And while 
walking by faith, “sin shall not 
have dominion over you: for ye 
are not under law, but under 
grace” (Rom. 6:14). What folly 
to speak of sin not having dom- 
inion if it be dead! The very pith 
and marrow of the _ apostle’s 
teaching is that though it re- 
mains in my mortal body, I am 
not to let it reign there (Rom. 
6:12). 


While I live in this world I 
shall never be actually free from 
sin’s presence; but I can and 
should be delivered from its 
power. God hath “condemned sin 
in the flesh,’ not rooted sin out 
of the flesh; and as I condemn 
it too, and refuse all allegiance 
to it, walking in the Spirit with 
Christ as my soul’s object, I am 
delivered from its control. 

I reckon myself dead unto sin 
because in Christ I died to it; 
but it is only as I keep the dis- 
tinction between the two phases 
of death clear in my mind that 
I am freed from confusion of 
thought. 

Hoping I have been enabled of 
God to make this plain to any 
troubled one, I pass on to con- 
sider a question often asked at 
this point: “If what has been 
taught is the truth, -how can I 
be perfect in love with sin still 
dwelling in me?” For answer to 
this we must turn to I John 4:15- 
19. To avoid one-sidedness, we 
shall quote the entire passage; 
and may I ask the reader to weigh 
every word, observing too that I 
am using a literal] translation in 
closer accord with the original 
Greek text than our much-prized 
Authorized Version gives in this 
particular instance. “Whosoever 
shall confess that Jesus is the 
Son of God, God abides in him, 
and he in God. And we have 
known and have believed the love 
which God has to us. God is love: 
and he that abides in love abides 
in God, and God in him. Herein 
has love been perfected with us, 
that we may have boldness in the 
day of judgment, that even as He 
is, we also are in this world. There 
is no fear in love; but perfect 
love casts out fear: for fear ha: 
torment; and he that fears has 


not been made perfect in love. 
We love Him, because He has first 
loved us.” 

Now, with the passage before 
us, allow me to ask the reader 
four questions: 

ist. Whose love is it which we 
have believed? See the answer in 
the first part of verse 16. 

2nd. Whose love is it in which 
we are called to abide? Read 
the latter part of the same verse. 

3rd. Where do we find perfect 
love manifested— in me, or in 
the cross of Christ? Note care- 
fully verses 17 and 18. 

4th. What is the result in me 
of coming into the knowledge of 
love like this? The 19th verse 
supplies the answer. 

Now let me attempt a para- 
phrase of the passage, in place of 
an exposition, which for so simple 
a Scripture seems needless. 
“Every one confessing the truth 
as to Jesus is at one mind with 
God, having received a new 
divine life, and thus is enabled to 
enjoy fellowship with God, whose 
mighty love we know and believe, 
having, indeed, rested our souls 
upon the greatness of that love 
toward us. God Himself has been 
revealed as love; and in that love 
we dwell. Knowing its perfection 
as manifested in the cross of 
Christ, we. do not dread the day 
of judgment, because we know 
that love has already given Jesus 
to bear our sins. His death was 
ours; and now God sees us in’ 
Him, and we are, in God's sight, 
as free from all charge of guilt 
as His Son. Therefore we have 
no fear, for it is impossible that 
there should be fear in love: yea, 
this perfect loye of God has ban- 
ished every fear which could only 
torment us if this love had not 
been’ apprehended. If any still are 
in fear, as they think of meeting 
God, it is because they have not 
fully seen what His love has done. 
Their apprehension of His love is 
still very imperfect. But where 
His love is known and rested in, 
we lové in return, for perfect 
love like His cannot but induce 
love in its object, when truly en- 
joyed.” 

Need words be multiplied? Is 
it not plain that there is no hint 
of that perfect love being devel- 
oped in me, and thus my reaching 
a state of perfection in the flesh? 
On the contrary, perfect love is 
seen objectively in the cross of

what the Bible teaches. Many 
folk think that as long as a per- 
son believes something he is all 
right. God teaches no such thing. 
The Apostle Paul, before he was 
converted, was as honest and sin- 
cere as anyone who reads this mes- 
sage today. Undoubtedly Paul 
was as sincere as he knew how to 
be when he persecuted the Chris- 
tians. He was zealous as he tried 
to stamp out the new “false reli- 
gion” named Christianity. Paul 
honestly thought he was doing 
what God wanted when he helped 
the Jews to stone Stephen. But 
Paul’s sincerity was not enough, 
and one day, you remember, on the 
road to Damascus, he came face 
to face with Jesus Christ and 
learned that in his sincerity he had 
aetually been fighting against God 
Himself. So you see, for Paul, his 
sincerity was not enough, and nei- 
ther is yours. You can be sin- 
cere, and be sincerely wrong. 


In a meeting which I held in 
New York state one time a farm 
woman told me a very interesting 
story. One afternoon a group of 
well-educated business men came 
up from Utica, New York, to pick 
mushrooms. These men were city 
slickers and did not know too 
much about the ways of the farm. 
The weather had been just right 
for mushrooms, and they were 
bursting out through the ground 
everywhere in the pastures. The 
business men eagerly picked a 
number of baskets full of mush- 
rooms and were about to drive out 
of the yard when the woman 
stopped them and asked to see the 

ushrooms. To her amazement 
she found that the men had been 
picking poisonous mushrooms in- 
stead of safe, edible varieties. She 
showed them what non-poisonous 
mushrooms’ looked like. They 
threw out the poisonous ones, and 
went into the field again to pick 
those that were good to eat. 


Now these men were perfectly 
sincere. They thought that the 
mushrooms they were picking 
were good to eat. They could al- 
most taste them fried in golden 
butter and ready for the table. 
But their sincerity would not have 
saved them from becoming desper- 
ately ill, and possibly killed by the 
poisonous mushrooms. : 

Three years ago in Houston, 
Texas, a 46-year-old laboratory 
technician gave 67-year-old Mrs. 
Margaret Van Alstine two ounces 
of deadly sodium cyanide, think- 
ing it was a solution for a dia- 
betes test. The patient fell dead. 
The laboratory technician had 
mixed up what she thought was a 
dextrose solution with crystals 
from one of the bottles in the lab- 
oratory. She thought she was 
right, and gave the solution to the 
patient to drink. As the patient 
drank it, she exclaimed, “Oh, that 
tastes. horrible,” and finally 
slumped from her chair dead. The 
laboratory technician was perfect- 
ly sincere, but-she was wrong, and 
her mistake cost the patient’s life. 

Last June a druggist mixed a 
prescription for one of his custom- 
ers. The customer carried the pre- 
scription home, took it according 
to the instructions, ang died. When 
the authorities questioned the man 
who filled the prescription, he was 
absolutely sure that the prescrip- 
tion was accurately filled. In or-

der to demonstrate this, he told 
the authorities, “I filled the pre- 
scription out of this bottle, a 
T’ll show you it’s perfectly safe.” 
Taking one of the pills from the 
bottle, he too died. The pharma- 
cist was perfectly sincere, but his 
mistake cost his life and the life 
of his customer. 

Friend, will you sée that in ev- 
ery other realm of life, sincerity is 
not enough? These that I have 
talked about were perfectly sin- 
cere, yet their sincerity did not 
prevent horrible tragedy. You may 
be absolutely sincere, thinking 
that you are on the way to Heav- 
en, but you could be _§ sincerely 
wrong, and today be headed for a 
Devil’s Hell. Oh, I beg you to 
check and make sure that you are 
, on the way to Heaven, that you 
~ Rave trusted in the shed blood of 
Jesus Christ to wash away your 
sins. 


We read, “There is a way which 
seemeth right unto a man, but the 
end thereof are the ways of death” 
(Prov. 14:12). Make sure today 
that you are not traveling down 
the wrong way that leads to death 
and destruction. 


3. “My Good Works Will Get 
Me to Heaven” 


Thousands of people today be- 
lieve that their good works will 
get them to Heaven. They be- 
lieve that doing the best they can 
is all that God requires. I talked 
to a woman just this week who 
said that she believed everyone 


made mistakes, and that all God'| 


expected was for us to do the best 
that we. could. But, friend, will 
you see that the best that you can 
do is not possibly good 
for God. I believe that millions of 
people will be in Hell who thought 
that their giving to the Red Cross, 
their contributions to the Boy 
Scouts, the Red Feather Drive, the 
Community Chest, and other 
worthy organizations were some- 
Way going to buy them a ticket to 
Heaven. You can be a civic leader, 
can be generous with your money 
‘arid time, and still end up in Hell. 
erhaps you have the mistaken 
idea which many have, that there 
is going to be some day a general 
resurrection and a general judg- 
ment. Many folk honestly think 
that God is going to take all of 
‘Our good works and all of our bad 
works and weigh them against 
‘edch ‘other ‘at the end of life. If 
we have done more good than bad, 
we will go to Heaven. 
i ‘talked to a man last summer 
who said that every Sunday morn- 
img, instead of ‘going to church, he 
‘Sat down for an hour of medita- 
tion, During that hour, he said, 
he listed on a*piece of paper all 
the good things he had done dur- 
ing the week, and also all of the 
bad things. He honestly felt that 
as long as the list of the good 
ings was longer than the list of 
bad things, he was all right. As 
if God would simply overlook the 
Mistakes and. sits which he had 
committed! 
- When I was in 
teacher told a fridiculous story 
which illustrates the idea ‘that 
Many, many people ‘have. Ac- 
cording to the story told by my 
grade-school teacher; there lived 
in a certain community avery 
stingy but wealthy woman. The 
woman was greatly disliked in the 
community because bhe was such 
a tightwad. She could never -be 
depended upon to help out with 
community .projects nor to help 
take care of the poor. However, 
‘according to the ‘story, one day the 
stingy woman got completely out

But she had been so stingy in life 
that even in death she gave a 
great kick to shake loose the others 
that were going to Heaven on her 
carrot. Alas, the carrot broke 
away from the carrot-tops by 
which.the angel was carrying her 
to Heaven, and she fell back into 
Hell. Isn’t that the silliest story 
you ever heard? And yet some 
silly nonsense such as that is the 
idea that many people have about 
going to Heaven. They think that 
some way by their good works and 
kind deeds they can get them- 
selves into Heaven. 


God definitely and absolutely 
teaches that it is. impossible for 
any one to go to Heaven by his 
good works. Ephesians 2:8, 9 
teaches us, “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should | 


boast.” If you and I could get to 
Heaven by our good works, we| 
would be bragging all over’ the 


streets of Heaven about how good 
we were, how many wonderful | 
deeds we had performed, and how 
lucky God was to be able to have 
a good person like us in Heaven. 
But bless God, if we get to Heav- 
en, it will be only on the merits of 
the blood of Jesus Christ, and for 
a million years we can only sing 
His praise and thank Him for dy- 
ing on the cross for our sins that 
we might be able to enter Heaven. 

Titus 3:5 shows us, “Not by 
works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us.” 
from these two Scriptures that it 
is not by our works, 
our righteousness, it is not by any

If there were anything that you 
and I could do, any way we could 
possibly earn a ticket to Heaven, 
then why do you suppose God had 
to send His Son down to die for 
our sins? Surely God would not 
let Jesus die if there had been any 
other way that we could be saved 
and get to Heaven. No, our works 
will never suffice. We must re- 
ceive Jesus Christ as Saviour or 
spend eternity in Hell. 


4. “If I Keep the Ten 
Commaridments I'll 
Get to Heaven.” 


You may say, “Preacher, I know 
that being sincere is not enough, I 
know that my good works will 
never get me to Heaven. But I be- 
lieve that by being religious, by 
going ‘to church, by trying to keep 
the Ten Commandments and other 
things, I will be able to get into 
Heaven.” Millions today believe 
that if they keep the golden rule, 
if they are good to their neighbors 
and friends, or if they keep the 
Ten Commandments they will be 
able to enter Heaven. 

But let's see what God Says. 


| Galatians 3:24 teaches us, ‘““Where-

It showed tis our sin ahd 
showed us how far we have fallen 
short of being able to fulfill God’s 
‘commandments. God says, “By 
the deeds of the law there shall 
no flesh be justified in his sight” 
(Rom. 3:20). Keeping the law 
would never get a person to Heav- 
en, according to ‘God's plain Word. 
Galatians 3:10 says, “For as many 
as are of the works of the law are 
under the curse: for it is written, 
Curséd is evéry ore that contirtu- 
eth riot in all things Which are 
written in the book of the law to 
do them.” ee all of his life 
could ‘try t all the moral 
law, but if he did not continue per- 
fectly and made one slip, one mis- 
take, he would have sinned and be 
forever cast away from God. Eze- 
kiel 33:13 teaches us the same 


.| thing when it says, “When I shall 


say to the righteous, that he shall 
surely live; if he trust to his own 
righteousness, and commit iniqui- |, 
ty, all his righteousneses shall not |, 
be remembered; but for his iniqui- 
ty that he hath committed, he 
shall die for it.” This teaches that 


— 
a person could be perfectly right- 
eous and, moral, and yet if he com- 
mitted only one iniquity, only one 
sin, God would reject him for his 
sin. 

James 2:10 teaches, “For whoso- 
ever shall keep the whole law, and 
yet offend in one point, he is guilty 
of all.” It is as if we were sus- 
pended over Hell by a chain with 
ten links—the Ten Command- 
ments, or the moral law of God. 
Since the chain is no stronger 
than its weakest link, if we offend- 
ed or broke even one of these 
laws, it would be impossible for 
us ever to enter Heaven. For the 
chain would be broken, and we 
would be forever cast into Hell 
for our sin. 


But the plain fact of the matter 
is that it is impossible for us to 
keep the law of God. You cannot 
keep the Ten Commandments. You 
cannot perfectly fulfill the golden 
rule. It is an impossibility. 


A pastor friend of mine told 
me of a Dutchman who had been 
a Seventh-day Adventist but was 
converted to Christ. This old 
Dytchman had been wonderfully 
saved as someone had shown him 
it was impossible to keep the law, 
and that he must trust Christ and 
Christ alone to save him. Some 
time after he was saved, the 
Seventh-day Adventist preacher 
came to. see him. He told him 
that he had been missing him at 
the services, and asked him if he 


were keeping the Sabbath. The 
old Dutchman replied, “No, I’m 
not keeping the Sabbath any 


more.” ‘Then the preacher asked, 
“Well, how about you and the com- 
mandments?” The Dutchman re- 
‘plied vehemently, “No, I’m not 
keeping them either, and neither 
are you! The way I’ve got it fig- 
ured out,” as he. pointed out the 
window to a hillside, “the only 
way I could keep from breaking 
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God's law is to go out there to 
that hillside and dig a hole and 
cover myself up.” ‘Then he said, 
“That way I would keep myself 
away from the world and sin. But 
then if I should think a wicked 
thought, there goes the whole she- 
bang!” And that’s true! Bedt&use 
of the natural wickedness of our 
hearts it is certain no one lives 
without sin. First John 1:10 tells 
us, “If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, and 
his word is not in us.” You and 
I do not live without sin. 


If you simply look at the Ten 
Commandments and check them 
over, it will be immediately appar- 
ent that you are not keeping the 
Ten Commandments, neither in- 
deed can you. (The strange thing 
is that most people who say they 
are going to keep the Ten Com- 
mandments can neither quote 
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them nor find them in the Bible.) 
If you would honestly check over 
the Ten Commandments as given 
to us in Exodus 20, you would be 
forced to see that you cannot keep 
them. The very first command- 
ment says, “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me” (Exod. 
20:3). You cannot nonestly say that 
God has absolute first place in all 
your affections, in all your devo- 
tion, in all your thoughts, in every- 
thing. There is not a one who 
reads this message that has not 
at some time put a car, a fine 
home, leved ones and ‘friends, a 
job, popularity, money, or some- 
thing else ahead of God in their 
thoughts and in their lives. Yet 
God’s Word plainly says, “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before 
me’; so you see on the first com- 
mandment, you have failed. 


Another commandment _ says, 
“Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain’ (Exod. 
20:7). Friend, if you have even 
once cursed and taken God’s name 
in vain, then you have broken 
God’s law, and you are a sinner, 

The fifth commandment says, 
“Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er” (Exod. 20:12). Yet who could 
honestly say he has never dis- 
obeyed father or mother, never 
failed to give them the honour 
that was due them? 

The ninth commandment tells 
us, “Thou shalt not bear false 
witness against thy neighbor,” and 
yet who of us could say that we 
have never told a lie? 

Then the tenth commandment 
says, “Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour’s house.” Friend, could 
you honestly say that you have 
never coveted anything that be- 
longed to your neighbour, that 
you have never wished that you 
owned it yourself? Of course not! 

So you see, we cannot with our 
sinful hearts keep God’s laws. In 
fact, in two of the strictest of the 
commandments God tells us 
“Thou shalt not kill” and “Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” When 
Jesus interpreted the law, we find 
we are guilty of breaking these 
laws also. For Jesus. said in 
Matthew 5:21 and 22, “Ye have 
heard that it was said by them of 


old time, Thou shalt not kill; and 
whosoever shall kill shall be in 
danger of the judgment: But I say 
unto you, That whosoever is angry 


-| with his brother without a cause 


shall be in danger of the judg- 
ment.” 


Then in Matthew 5:27 and 28, 
the Scripture tells us, “Ye have 
heard that it was said by them of 
old time, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery: But I say unto you, That 
whosoever looketh on a woman to 
lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her already in his 
heart.” Jesus, interpreting the 
law, says that even the desire for 
adultery is to break the law, that 
is, to commit adultery in_ the 
heart. Even to hate a brother is 
to commit murder in the heart. 
“He that hateth his brother is a 
murderer, and we know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding 
in him.” (I John 3:15). You see, 
God looks on the heart. God 
doesn’t look on the outward ap- 
pearance. God looks at the heart 
and there sees the sin that we 
would do if we could. 

Friend, today be honest with 
God. Frankly and openly confess 
to Him that you have sinned, that 
you have broken His law, that it 
is impossible for you to keep the 
moral law of God. You cannot 
get to Heaven by your good works. 
You cannot get to Heaven by try- 
ing to keep God’s law. It is an 


‘impossibility. 


5. “My Church and My 
"Religion Will Get Me 
to Heaven.” 


But there are millions today 
who, if you asked them if they 
were a Christian, would say, 
“Well, I am a member of such-and- 
such a church.” Being a church 
member wilt hot save you. Only 
Christ can save. The church is a 
wonderful institution, but the 
church can never save. All it can 
do is point you to Jesus Christ. 

There are those who would 
answer, if you asked them if they 
were saved, “I’ve been baptized,” 
or “I’ve been confirmed.” But 
baptism, though a beautiful picture 
of salvation, is not salvation. You 
could be baptized by any number 
of churches and still not be saved. 
No, baptism will never save you. 
Confirmation will never save you. 
You could learn the catechism, be

In a meeting in Ohio one time 
I heard of a fellow that came out 
of the communion service saying, 
“Well, there’s another payment on 
my home in glory!” But taking 
the communion, the Lord’s Supper, 
will never save you or help to save 
you. You must receive Christ. In 
the words of the old song, “Noth- 
ing in my hand I bring; Simply to 
Thy cross I cling.” Religion will 
not save. You could be a member 
of any number of churches. You 
could have subscribed to any num- 
ber of religious creeds, but you 
would still be on the way to Hell. 
Salvation is in Christ, and in Him 
alone. 


In the same Scripture we start- 
ed with at the beginning of this 
message, on over a few verses, 
Matthew 7:21-23 tells us, “Not 
every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven. Many will say to 
me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy name? 
and in thy name have cast out 
devils? and in thy name _ done 
many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye that 
work iniquity.” 


So you see, out in eternity, at 
the judgment when all the unsaved 
of all the ages will pass before Je- 
sus Christ, there will be many 
there who will make bold claims 
about what they have done, how 
they have served the Lord, how 
they have been in the church, how

6. Jesus, the Only Way 


Jesus said in John 14:6, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Jesus did not say He was 
a way to Heaven. He did not say 
He was one among many. He 
said, “I am the only way to Heav- 
en.” He said in another place, “I 
am the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall go in and out, and find pas- 
ture” (John 10:9). Or again, “I 
am. the resurrection, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though 
he were dead, yet shall he live’ 
(John 11:25). Jesus claims to be 
the only way to God; the only 
way to Heaven. Will you see then 
that you must turn from your sin. 
Turn to Jesus Christ and receive 
Him today if you are to go to 
Heaven. 

Romans 10:9 and 10 says, “That 
if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved. For with 
the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation.” 
You see, first of all, there must be 
a believing heart. You must turn 
your case over to Jesus, realizing 
that He died for you, that you 
cannot save -~yourself. 
Him today. Give Him your heart. 
Receive Christ, and then let folks 
know about it. Make your con- 
fession. Let folks know that you 
have received Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour. God’s Word here says 
that “thou shalt be saved.” Would 
you come today, friend? 

I was in a meeting a few years 
ago in Anderson, Indiana. There 
a man came to the revival services 
night by night, and seemed to en- 
joy them.

“Brother Walt, if what you say is 
true about salvation, then I have 
never been saved. I was confirmed 
as a boy and joined a church, I 
have done all these .things, but I 
have never been saved.” He said 
that he had done the best that he 
could, but that he had had no real 
peace and assurance in his heart 
that his sins were washed away. 
He went on, “I thought I was all 
right. I thought I was on my way 
to Heaven, but evidently I’m not.” 

There in the living room I 
showed him from the Scriptures 
how he could be saved and know 
it, how he could turn his heart 
and life over to Jesus Christ, and 
receive Christ as his own Saviour, 
and turn from his sin. We slipped 
down on the floor beside the dav- 
enport, and he prayed and asked 
the Lord to come into his heart 
and save him. He got up off his 
knees, radiantly happy. 

Later on that evening at the 
service he gave his testimony and 
told how that for years he had 
been a member of the church, how 
that he thought he . was _ saved, 
thought that he was on his way to 
Heaven, but had never done the 
one thing that brought peace to 
his heart. Then he made this 
striking statement. He said, 
“What religion could not do: what 
my good works could not do; what 
being sincere could not do, in all 
my life, Jesus Christ has done in 
a moment of time tonight when 
I trusted Him to save me. He has 
brought peace and forgiveness of 
sins.” . 

Would you trust Jesus today as 
you read this message? Oh, come 
to Christ, receive Him, and be 
saved and on the way to Heaven.
